Is San Jose on Steroids? 


City to consider allowing as many as 


100 high rises in North San Jose!

While ambitious plans to 
develop the Coyote Valley go 
forward, city planners are con- 
templating changes in city poli- 
cies that would provide for in- 
credible levels of building in 
North San Jose. 

According to KLIV News, 
“city planners have put forward 


a plan to allow the equivalent of 


100 17-story buildings” to be 
built in North San Jose. 

KLIV Online reports that 
San Jose city officials want to 
change the development rules 
that restrict high rises over 120 
feet, “because growth of con- 
straints in the downtown area.” 

But what about those other 
“growth constraints,” namely, 
the tough economy, competition 
from more business-friendly cit- 
ies, and a $60 million city bud- 
get deficit? Is it sensible for the 
city government to make plans 


for an exponential expansion of 


the city at a time when the gov- 
ernment is scrambling to meet 
the city’s current needs?

With regard to the Coyote 
Valley, the city’s Growth Man- 
agement Strategy “ensured that 
new development (Coyote Val- 
ley) does not reduce levels to 
existing neighborhoods.” One 
wonders if a similar commit- 
ment will be made for any policy 
change for North San Jose when 
this issue comes before the city 
council for discussion next year. 

How much more room for 
growth can San Jose accommo- 
date? Given the city’s $60 mil- 
lion budget deficit, how can the 
city possibly support simulta- 
neous, massive build-ups on its 
outer borders? Vital city re- 
sources such as police and fire 


are already over-extended.

Immigrant 
resources

Little research has been done 
neither on the environmental con- 
sequences of toxic chemical us- 
age nor on the waste materials that 
continue to linger in the commu- 
nities that use them. 

“What we do know, we have 
learned from Europe. They are re- 
ally ahead of the U.S. in research- 
ing these issues,” says Rina 
Mehta, program director for the 
Health and Environmental Justice 
Project (HEJP) of the Silicon Val- 
ley Toxics Coalition (SVTC). 

And although some prelimi- 


nary research has tied hotspots of 


health consequences to high tech 
chemical residues in the environ- 
ment, they are not conclusive. “In 
Europe, there are studies done in 
tech companies and on their em- 
ployees. Here, there are none 
available,” Mehta continued. 
Responding to the environ- 
mental consequences of an indus- 
try where the leadership is prima- 
rily male, the staff of the Silicon 
Valley Toxics Coalition (SVTC) 
is all women; although not by de- 
sign. The program participants 
are 99% women, mostly immi- 
grants, and there are ten steady 
SVTC volunteers also women. 
Mehta believes that this phenom- 
enon is “because it’s often the 
women who are the primary care 
takers and the first line of defense 
when children get sick. It is the 
women who have to deal with it.” 
Luisa Chadarin, a SVTC 
community organizer, a mother, 
, and a graduate of the SVTC’s

“None of my brothers in 
Mexico have children with 
asthma. I didn’t used to know any- 
thing about it in my town when I 
was living there, but my kids are 
the ones born here. They have 
asthma. After 15 years here I now 
have allergies too, and every year 
getting worse,” explains Cha- 
darin, who believes that years of 
unregulated chemical use by Sili- 
con Valley companies and the 
landfill are partially responsible 
for unexplainable illnesses with 
her family and those of other im- 
migrant women who talk about 
these issues in the F.A.C.E.S. pro- 
gram. 

“My daughter, 4 years old, 
has rashes,” she added. “We take 
her to the doctors and they do not 
know what causes it. But we live 
near the landfill. We could see 
fumes from it.” The landfill off of 
Story Road near Highway 101 
was Closed several years ago, but, 
“about two years ago the City put 
more dirt over it and covered it 
again,” Chadarin remarked. 

After more than twenty years 
of expansion, communities are 
now faced with developing safer, 
disposal procedures for the dis- 
carded computer equipment and 
waste materials left by the innu- 
merable toxins used during high

tech processes. City governments 
are just beginning to realize the 
necessity for developing stronger 
safe use and disposal enforcement 
regulations and consequences for 
non-conformity. 

The Silicon Valley Toxics 
Coalition was founded in 1982 
and started the Health and Envi- 
ronmental Justice Project (HEJ) in 
1999. F.A.C.ESS. I is a training 
component of the HEJ that intro- 
duces basic environmental health 
issues and ways to keep the fam- 
ily from being so exposed - like 
how to make non-toxic cleaners 
for use in the household. The cur- 
riculum is run up to three times 
per year at McKinley, Olinder, 
and Washington Schools and are 
held in Spanish during day while 
kids are in school. Child care is 
provided if needed. Graduates 
may choose to move on to 
F.A.C.E.S. I, held during the 
summer, and learn about organiz- 
ing and advocating at the commu- 
nity level. 

“We organize for a better en- 
vironment,” said Rina Mehta. 
“We take on various campaigns 
like in a past campaign against the 
building of a power plant.” 
Graduates can continue to volun- 
teer with the Coalition. The next 
F.A.C.ES. I series will begin in 
March of 2005.

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California’s Latino Caucus elects Hispanic to leadership post

Sacramento, CA (EFE) — 
California's Latino Caucus on 
Tuesday named a new leader and 
complained of a “racist” campaign 
by some legislators against newly 
elected members. 

The Caucus elected Demo- 
cratic state Sen. Martha Escutia as 
its president, the first woman to 
hold the post since the formation 
of the group in 1973. She de- 
nounced the so-called racist cam- 
paign carried forward by some 
Republican legislators. 

Escutia, the state’s longest- 
serving Hispanic lawmaker, started 
her legislative career in 1992 as a 
member of the State Assembly and 
was elected to the Senate in 1998. 

“I remember when there were 
only seven of us (in 1992) and little 
by little the number grew,” said 
Escutia, 47, who represents the 
area around Whittier. 


Among the bills she spon- 
sored that became law are one 
lowering car insurance for low- 
income persons, another elimi- 
nating junk food at public schools 
and a third banning age discrimi- 
nation. 

“There is no better leader 
(or) better person to lead the Cau- 
cus than Martha Escutia,” said 
Marco Antonio Firebaugh, the 
former head of the group. 

The senator takes the reins of 
the most powerful and influential 
group of minority representatives 
in the legislature during a very 
uncertain political period. 

The Democratic Latinos will 
have to confront Republican Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger on the 
budget, as well as on the contro- 
versial issue of whether to pro- 
vide driver licenses to undocu- 
mented immigrants. 

“The saddest day of my po- 
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Mejoramos Cualquier Presupuesto 


litical life was in 1994, when they 
voted against granting driver li- 
censes to undocumented immi- 
grants and we could do nothing 
about it. And it's very sad to see 
that all these years later, the situa- 
tion continues to be the same,” 
Escutia said. 

She added that she plans to fo- 
cus the Latino Caucus on creating 
new jobs, providing medical care 
and support for low-income fami- 
lies, improving education and mak- 
ing communities safer. 

“Maybe it won't be necessary 
to have a Latino Caucus in the fu- 
ture. But while we continue to be 
judged by the color of our skin and 
our last name instead of by our 
achievements, we’ll be here,” she 
said. 

However, members of the 
Caucus on Tuesday denounced the 
anti-immigrant and anti-Hispanic 
tone of literature mailed to voters 
by some Republicans and the 
JobsPAC - the political arm of the 
California Chamber of Commerce 
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- calling on the governor to pub- 
licly repudiate them. 

“We thought these anti-Latino 
and anti-immigrant tactics had 
ended years ago. It's inconceivable 
that anybody would use the color 
of a person’s skin or their last name 
instead of their professional efforts 
or achievements to attack them as 
candidates,” Firebaugh said. 

Most of the mailings sent out 
to voters in districts like Los An- 
geles, San Diego and Fresno in- 
cluded remarks opposing driver li- 
censes for undocumented immi- 
grants, despite the fact several of 
the candidates in question had 
never voted on the issue. 

“I think (the Republicans and 
JobsPAC) tried to inject negativity 
into the elections, and that was very 
bad, not taking into account that 
most candidates are lawyers, edu- 
cators and activists,” Escutia said. 

“The good thing is that Cali- 
fornia voters decided this was not 
good and elected the Latino candi- 


dates,” she added.<>

El Presidente de México Vicente 
Fox rindió su Cuarto Informe de 
Gobierno el pasado 1 de diciembre. 

En su mensaje, que quizá sea 
hasta ahora el que menos se esperaba 
con anticipación, el descontento que 
se registra en los diversos sectores 
de México se hizo presente. 

Pero no sólo en la forma que ya 
se ha convertido en costumbre de los 
niños malcriados integrantes del 
Congreso a quienes hemos visto co- 
mo desde hace años, se han encarga- 
do de hacer sus “papelitos” (sus 
“osos” o sus panchos”) a manera de 
protesta. 

Una encuesta popular hecha en 
la Ciudad de México demostró que 
más de la mitad de los que se les pre- 
guntó sobre su opinión del desem- 
peño de la administración Fox a lo 
largo de sus cuatro años de gobierno, 
están inconformes y desilucionados. 

Entre las causas principales se 
cita el factor económico. Al parecer 
millones de mexicanos habían “pues- 
to sus ojos” en el primer presidente 
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de oposición en más de siete décadas, 
de quien esperaban, quizá en térmi- 
nos irreales, que podría ofrecerles 
una mejor situación económica en 
general. 

El mismo Presidente Fox ha re- 
conocido que su compromiso de 
crear más de un millón de empleos 
ha quedado muy lejos de convertirse 
en realidad. 

El hecho es que sólo se han lo- 
grado crear unos 250 mil trabajos, 
quedando ahí un fuerte vacío pre- 
electoral que se viene a reflejar, en- 
tre otras causas, en un gran descon- 
tento sobre el desempeño del ejecu- 
tivo federal. 

Es por eso que el mandatario ha 
dicho que sus esfuerzos en el resto 
de su gobierno se centrarán en dos 
rubros: la creación de fuentes de tra- 
bajo y la preservación de la democra- 
cia, sin duda el tesoro más grande del 
México moderno.

Gonzales: Attorney General 
for the country or for Bush?

George W. Bush has said a num- 
ber of times that he admires judges 
like Antonin Scalia and Clarence 
Thomas because he believes their ju- 
dicial philosophy centers on of the 
strict interpretation of the law. His 
appointment of Alberto Gonzales as 
U.S. Attorney General reveals the 
opposite. Gonzales has a long his- 
tory of stretching the law for politi- 
cal purposes, particularly to help his 
friend who nominated him. 

The role of Attorney General is 
to be the nation’s chief enforcement 
officer. Given Gonzales’ history of 
friendship and activist interpretation 
of the law raise serious concerns 
about his balanced approach in serv- 
ing the country and his friend. 

Bush and Gonzales grew up in 
different circumstances. Bush is the 
son of privilege who studied at the 
- best schools not because of his great 
intellect but rather his position in so- 
ciety. 

Gonzales, on the other hand, is 
the son of poor migrant Mexican 
farm workers. He attended college 
because of his ability and eventually 
graduated from Harvard Law 
School. 

Gonzales’ use of the law for po- 
litical purposes began in Texas. In 
1996, while serving as governor of 
the Lone Star State, George Bush 
_*" 
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was called to serve on a jury in a 
drunk driving case. Gonzales, who 
was serving as counsel to Bush, ar- 
ranged to get him off the case be- 
cause as governor he had the power 
to pardon a defendant and therefore 
could not decide if the accused was 
guilty or innocent. 

Bush was dismissed from the 
case and did not have to answer ques- 
tions under oath about drunk driv- 
ing. Several years later it was dis- 
covered that Bush had been arrested 
for drunk driving. Had that revela- 
tion come out, his rise in the GOP 
and eventual presidency might have 
been jeopardized. 

Although Gonzales has been ef- 
fective in providing “practical” le- 
gal advise to Bush, his service to jus- 
tice for those at the low end of the 
economic ladder is another story. In 
Texas, Gonzales wrote memos to ad- 
vise Governor Bush in death penalty 
cases that reached his desk about 
granting or denying clemency. 

Although these memos were 
considered to be protected by the At- 
torney-Client Privilege, journalist 
Alan Berlow was able to obtain cop- 
ies under the Public Information Act. 
His analysis in an article published 
in the Atlantic Monthly reveals a 
pattern of superficial summaries, 
which provided Bush little informa- 
tion about the special circumstances 
of the cases. Often, the convicted in- 
dividuals had had weak defenses at 
trial and in one case a retarded man 
was executed. 

For someone who grew up poor 
and knows first hand how the lack 
of opportunities may: lead to disad- 
vantages in law, one has to wonder 
about Gonzales’ commitment to jus- 
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including photocopying or recording, or by any information s 


tice for all including the underdog. 

Gonzales’ most recent and seri- 
ous concern is his stretching the law 
to support Bush in his fight against 
terrorism. Gonzales has described 
the Geneva Convention as “obso- 
lete” and “quaint.” 

In his role as White House 
Counsel, Gonzales has helped craft | 
the legal arguments that “enemy 
combatants” could be held without 
the right to see a lawyer. In 2002 
Gonzales also put forth the argument 
that international torture laws did not 
apply to Al Qaeda and Taliban fight- 
ers captured in Afghanistan. 

Many people believe that these 
positions about limiting legal rights 
have led to the scandal at the Abu 
Ghraib prison, which gave America 
a gigantic black eye around the 
world. 2 | 

Democrats have shown little 
negative reaction to Gonzales’ nomi- 
nation, suggesting that a confirma- 
tion will be likely. If they are smart, 
though, they may want to grill 
Gonzales. Although they may not 
want to spend their energies on fili- 
bustering, their strong opposition 
may send Bush a message about 
nominating very conservative judges 
to the Supreme Court. 

As Attorney General, Gonzales 
will have a strong impact on the le- 
gal system of the country. The im- 
pact on the country from the Su- 
preme Court Justices will be felt 
much longer after Gonzales” term as 
Attorney general will have expired.

Too big to work? Obesity 
screening called unfair 


Editor’s note: A hulking but healthy 
furniture mover and train aficionado says 
there’s no good reason he can’t work for a 
railroad company. Many physicians and ac- 
tivists would agree. In a country obsessed 
with dieting and an “epidemic” of obesity, 
will “weight discrimination” soon rock the 
work place?

San José, CA — At 6-foot-2 and 340 
pounds, Josh Schmidt knows he’s a big 
dude. But he never thought he’d be too big 
to get a job. 

In a matter of weeks, Schmidt applied 
for his dream job, got it, then had it taken 
away because of his size. At a time when 
the number of Americans categorized as 
overweight or obese is skyrocketing, 
“weight discrimination” may be the next 
scandal to hit the American workplace. 

This past October, Schmidt applied for 
an assistant signalman position in Rich- 
mond, Calif., at Northern Burlington Santa 
Fe (NBSF), a national railroad company. 
“This was a dream job, the one I wanted to 
retire on,” Schmidt says. What made the 
position so appealing was not the pay or ben- 
efits, but the work itself. Trains are what 
Schmidt is about. He's got railroad tracks 
tattooed across his arms, takes his son to 
watch the yards on weekends and has col- 
lected so much archival material that he is a 
virtual walking museum of American rail- 
roading. 

After applying for the job, interview- 
ing, and passing a battery of physical and 
mechanical tests, Schmidt got an e-mail 
from NBSF offering him the job, contingent 
on a few more tests. Schmidt passed the 
background check, the drug screening, filled 
out a medical questionnaire and took a 
physical. 

Shortly thereafter, Schmidt received an- 
other e-mail from NBSF saying their job of- 
fer was being rescinded. Schmidt had failed 
his medical examination. Although he does 
not have high cholesterol, high blood pres- 
sure, diabetes or any other diseases com- 
monly associated with obesity, Schmidt’s 
Body Mass Index (BMI) was above 40, dis- 
qualifying him due to “obesity.” 

The BMI is an equation that calculates 
your height and weight to determine your 
weight status — a score below 25 is consid- 
ered “normal,” 25 to 30 is “overweight,” and 
over 30 is “obese.” 

Schmidt is convinced that the decision 
was prejudicial, and had nothing to do with 
his ability to do the job. He is appealing the 
decision through company policies. He also 
wrote a letter to the medical department 
pleading his case, saying he is big but in 
good health. Schmidt says that, in fact, he’s 
excelled in every one of his past jobs be- 
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cause of his physical status, not despite it. 
He is currently doing temporary work as a 
furniture mover in San José. 

NBSF would not to comment on 
Schmidt’s case, or why the BMI is a stan- 
dard for their employment decisions, espe- 
cially after the job aptitude is already deter- 
mined. It is possible that, because the com- 
pany subcontracts the final stages of its hir- 
ing process to ADP Screening Services, it 
didn’t even know the BMI was part of its 
employment process. ADP is an employee 
screening company that sells its services to 
employers by claiming they can reduce costs 
associated with hiring the wrong people. 

NBSF Human Resource Representative 
Jacqueline Gomez, who interviewed 
Schmidt, didn’t know why he was medically 
disqualified, and referred him to ADP. Ina 
letter, ADP cited Schmidt’s high BMI as the 
reason for the medical disqualification. 

“With rising health insurance costs, em- 
ployers choose not to hire big people, be- 
cause they associate big people with poor 
health, even though the correlation is actu- 
ally very weak,” says Paul Campos, Profes- 
sor of Law at the University of Colorado 
and author of “The Obesity Myth.” Size, 
Campos says, is “just a lazy, sloppy, and un- 
scientific way to judge someone’s health.” 

Campos says the BMI is arbitrary. 
“They pick those numbers that determine 
‘overweight’ and ‘obese’ just because 
theyre easy round numbers that the $50 bil- 
lion a year diet industry can work around.” 

Schmidt, who has played sports most 
of his life and still looks the part of the ex- 
jock, notes that he did especially well on 
the BNSF strength tests. Campos is not sur- 
prised. 

“If you go by BMI standards, 97 per- 
cent of the NFL are overweight, and over 
half are obese,” he says. By BMI standards, 
California Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger and 
Brad Pitt are categorized as overweight, 
along with 65 percent of the country. 

Campos adds, “It is really the last legal 
form of discrimination because people think 
weight is a choice, unlike race or gender. 
This is false. That's why 90 percent of diets 
fail.” He says that if a company really wants 
to save on medical costs it should have 
people take a stress test, a much more tell- 
ing indicator of potential health problems. 

Schmidt is still applying for other jobs 
with Northern Burlington Santa Fe while his 
appeal is processed. He’s not looking to start 
a local fat acceptance movement. 

“T just want to have a chance to do the 
job,” he says. Balancing his 12-hour shifts 
at the moving company with taking care of 
his two boys, he just doesn't have a lot of 
time to go to the gym.s=

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Brother of former Mexican president 
was being sought by Interpol 


Mexico City (EFE) — The 
younger brother of former Mexi- 
can President Carlos Salinas, 
Enrique Salinas, whose dead 
body was found with a plastic 
bag over the head, was being 
sought by Interpol, Attorney 
General Rafael Macedo said. 

Macedo told the Televisa 
television network Monday night 
that the Interpol office in France 
had issued a request to locate the 
businessman, but gave no details 
concerning the reasons behind 
the petition. 

The local press reported 
Tuesday that between 1996 and 
1998 brothers Enrique and Carlos 
Salinas were questioned, the 
former in Paris and the latter in 
Ireland, as part of an investiga- 
tion into the Salinas family’s as- 
sets and bank accounts in France. 

Enrique Salinas, 52, was 
found dead Monday by police in 
the municipality of Huixquilu- 
can outside this capital. He was 
discovered in the front seat of an 
abandoned automobile with a 
plastic bag over his head. 

Mexico State Attorney Gen- 
eral Alfonso Navarrete Prida 
ruled out the possibility the mur- 
der was the result of kidnapping 
or political vengeance, saying 
that the investigation pointed to- 
ward personal motives and labor 
activities. 

Navarrete Prida said that 
based on the way he was mur- 
dered, “the original intent was not

to kill him but to extort him and 
attempt to obtain some.type of in- 
formation.” 

According to reports by ex- 
perts and autopsy results, Salinas 
died of “asphyxiation.” 

These reports also indicated 
that the murder was not commit- 
ted where the body was discov- 
ered. 

Salinas, a businessman who 
was not involved in partisan poli- 
tics, left his house in Cuernava- 
ca, in the state of Morelos, at 
noon on Sunday without a body- 
guard. 

Navarrete Prida said the au- 
thorities were tracing the last 
calls made from Salinas” cellular 


phone, which the murderers left 
in the automobile. 

Enrique Salinas’ death came 
amid a controversy stirred by the 
political weekly “Proceso” with 
a piece about the Salinas clan’s 
hidden fortune abroad. 

In a letter, the family called 
the murder a “criminal and cow- 
ardly” act and urged authorities 
in the state of Mexico to solve the 
case and punish those respon- 
sible.

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Colombia unhappy with U.S. 
prosecutor’s comments on drug lord 


Bogota (EFE) — The Co- 
lombian government complained 
via diplomatic channels Tuesday 
of a U.S. prosecutor’s comments 
regarding an extradited Colom- 
bian drug lord and insisted that the 
United States abide by the condi- 
tions of the agreement that sent 
him north for trial. 

The government’s diplomatic 
note referred to Gilberto 
Rodriguez Orejuela, the head of 
the now-defunct Cali cartel, who 
was extradited last Friday and ap- 
peared Monday in a federal court- 
room in Miami. 

Signed by interim Colombian 
Foreign Minister Jaime Giron, the 
complaint was sent to U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Colin Powell and 
emphasized that Rodriguez 
Orejuela had been turned over 
based on certain agreements. 

Bogota expressed “displea- 
sure” with a U.S. prosecutor’s 
statement Monday that the drug 
lord could be prosecuted for 
crimes committed both before and 
after 1997, when Colombia re-es- 
tablished extradition after a six- 
year ban. 

The note sought to remind 
U.S. officials of the commitments 
they made when Colombia agreed 
to extradite the kingpin known as 
the “Chess Master.” 

Federal prosecutor Marcos 
Daniel Jimenez told reporters 
Monday that Rodriguez Orejuela 
could be prosecuted for crimes 
committed before 1997. 

According to the Colombian 
Foreign Ministry, these state-

ments violate the conditions es- 
tablished by Bogota when it au- 
thorized the extradition. 

“This deserves the special at- 
tention of U.S. authorities to en- 
sure the strictest compliance,” the 
note said, referring to the “sur- 
prise and profound concern with 
which the (Colombian) govern- 
ment noted the press statements 
from the federal prosecutor.” 

Giron also insisted that 
Rodriguez Orejuela could not be 
sentenced to death, because that 
punishment is illegal in Colom- 
bia, nor can he be “submitted to 
forced disappearance, torture, or 
cruel and unusual, inhuman or 
degrading punishment, exile, life 
in prison or the confiscation of be- 


longings.” 

The 65-year-old Rodriguez 
Orejuela, who served eight years 
in prison in Colombia following 
his arrest in 1995, appeared for the 
first time Monday in a Miami 
court, dressed in a prison uniform. 
His trial was scheduled for Dec. 
27% 

Jimenez said he believed the 
Colombian would be sentenced 
“to 20 years for drug smuggling” 
in connection with the shipment 
of some 50 tons of cocaine to the 
United States. 

Defense lawyer Jose Quiñon 
said at the end of Monday’s hear- 
ing that it would be practically im- 
possible for his client to get a fair

Con una gran intuición, los 
frailes fueron conociendo las anti- 
guas costumbres, indagaron sobre 
la vieja religión, y si al principio la 
miraron simplemente como “inspi- 
rada por el demonio”, poco a poco 
se dieron cuenta de la cantidad de 
similitudes que tenía con el cristia- 
nismo, sobre todo en la manera de 
participar en los ritos. El canto y la 
danza eran elementos principalí- 
simos del culto, pues se dice que 
en ocasión de solemnidades, el 
mismo Moctezuma bailaba y con 
él hasta cinco mil danzantes de 
todo el pueblo. Por eso los teocalli 
o templos tenían enormes expla- 
nadas o patios, pues se requerían 
para estas multitudinarias expe- 
riencias. 

Las más rumbosas tenían lugar 
con motivo de la conmemoración 
de los dioses famosos o populares. 
Entre ellos sobresalía el de una 
deidad femenina, se le invocaba 
para que hubiera buenas cosechas, 
para que el maíz, alimento prepon- 
derante, nunca faltara, para que 
protegiera a los macehuales uhom- 
bres comunes, de la ira de los otros 
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pea Nueva Gigantesca 
nda con mas y mas y mas 
de lo que Ud. Busca!

Era una diosa multifacética; a 
veces se le representaba como una 
jovencita graciosa vestida de 
blanco con el cabelllo suelto. Otras 
ataviada con enorme penacho de 
plumas de quetzal, el ave codiciada 
por su rico plumaje. A veces tenía 
simplemente un peinado de trenza 
que se colocaba en el cráneo como 
si fuera corona. También solía por- 
tar unas mazorcas de maíz en las 
manos. Destacaba su preciosos 
quechquémitl, especie de poncho 
triangular que le cubria pecho y 
espalda. Su falda solia ser de pre- 
ciosas grecas o símbolos de fer- 
tilidad. 

Como sus innumerables advo- 
caciones tenía igual número de 
nombres: Quilaztli, Teteoinnan, 
Centéotl, etc., pero el más simple 
y por ello el más empleado por sus 
devotos era el de Tonantzin, pala- 
bra náhuatl que significa “Nuestra 
Madrecita”, pues así la considera- 
ban los numerosos fieles que el día 
de su fiesta acudían con flores y 
frutos para ofrendarle. 

Sus templos se adornaban con 
sartales de palomitas de maíz de 
colores, en algunos postes se iban 
colocando jaulas con pájaros de 
bellos colores y sublimes cantos. 
Los padres llevaban a sus hijos 
pequeños para que la conocieran, 
la adoraran y le cantaran. Era 
obligación hacer esto por lo menos 
una vez, de lo contrario las criaturas 
podrían sufrir un castigo. De ahí 
que las acicalaran lo mejor posible 
y las presentaran a la siempre ale- 
gre Tonantzin. 

Muchos teocallis le estaban 
dedicados, ningún pueblo hubiera 
pasado desapercibido el hecho de 
rendirle culto. Sinembargo,el más 
importante de todos sus santuarios 
estaba en el Valle de México, en la 
orilla norte de la laguna de Meztlia- 
pan, sobre las faldas del cerro 
llamado Tepeyacac, que quiere de- 
cir el “cerro que está más adelante 
que los demás”. Se trata de una 
colina pedregosa,en la que crecían 
árboles chaparros y arbustos, 
nopales, y ortigas, algunos caza- 
huates, que eran un poco más 
grandes. 

El templo estaba sobre un 
basamento piramidal al que nunca 
subía nadie que no fuera sacerdote. 
Los vivos colores del santuario se 
podían reconocer desde lejos. Los 
habitantes de la ciudad de México- 
Tenochtitlan la reconocían con 
facilidad, pues contrastaba con el 
color café del cerro. La importancia 
de la deidad se podía reconocer 
por la larga calzada que sobre la 
laguna habían construído. Muy an- 
cha, de piedra, con sus puentes de 
madera para permitir al tráfico 
lacustre. 


Después de la conquista los 
propios españoles se encargaron 
de la demolición del conjunto, 
nisiquiera, como en otros sitios, se 
tomaron la molestia de levantar 
alguna ermita; nada, solamente 
ruinas quedaron del otror a feliz

Alllegarel año de 1531,como 
si fuera venganza de los viejos 
dioses, por el olvido en que los te- 
nían, se desató una terrible epi- 
demia, los indios la llamaron 
“matlazahuatl”, que quiere decir 
“mal de red”, porque marcaba los 
rostros de los enfermos como si 
les pusieran una malla de fuego 
(pudo ser viruela), de tal forma 
que murieron miles y miles. Los 
sobrevivientes apenas si se daban 
a basto para sepultar asus muertos. 
Todoerallanto y dolor. Ya estaban 
en el último mes del año y nada 
parecía detener la tragedia. 

Sucedió entonces algo que ha 
motivado especulaciones en todos 
los tiempos, para algunos, la 
mayoría, fue un milagro, para otros 
fue un recurso de los frailes y 
atraer más pronto a los reacios a la 
conversión, para unos pocos nunca 
sucedió ninguna de las dos cosas y 
se trata solamente de un mito, pero 
no se puede negar que resultó algo 
imposible de soslayar. 

En el cerro Tepeyacac, justa- 
mente donde estuvo el teocalli de 
Quilaztli o Tonantzin, en el lugar 
en que “Nuestra Madrecita” recibía 
los homenajes de sus hijos, ahí y 
no en otra parte, la mismísima 
Virgen María: “Madre de aquel 
por quien se vive”, según Ella mis- 
ma dijo, se manifestó llena de 


gloria y belleza a un indio ya viejo, 
natural de Tulpetlac, más al norte 
del cerro, pidiéndole que fuera 
hasta el obispo para que le edifi- 
caran un santuario. 

El pobre hombre no se atrevía 
acumplirel mandato, pero al fin lo 
hizo; por supuesto que fue recha- 
zado por las autoridades eclesiás- 
ticas; para esos tiempos había 
muchos “iluminados” que creían 
ver apariciones en todas partes. 

A insistencia de la Señora y 
aún contra la propia voluntad del 
indígena, el milagro se hizo; en 
presencia de don Fray Juan de 
Zumárraga, primer Arzobispo de 
México, el natural de nombre Juan 
Diego, desplegó las flores que en 
su tilma portaba como “señal” y 
para asombro de la humanidad 
entera, tenía plasmada en el ayate 
o manta de cargar, la imagen her- 
mosa, sin igual, de la Virgen Santa 
María de Guadalupe. 

Era lo que la gente necesitaba, 
el milagro, ya fuera en forma sobre- 
natural,o simplemente enel ánimo 
y fe revivida de los necesitados, 
acabó con la epidemia y dio nueva 
fama y esplendor al sitio. El viejo 
Tepeyacac se tornó en Tepeyac, y 
la ermita primera fue reemplazada 
porotras construcciones más acor- 
des con la importancia del milagro 
y del lugar.
